Big Thing ou Ice — How Cool Thousands 
.Melted Away. 

The Committee on the Conductof the War 
give us, in their last volume, the result of 
an inquiry by tbem iuto th*> subject of sup- 
plying ice to Government hospitals in 1 
18<i3 and 1KG4. The committee express no 
opinion iu the matter, merely giving the 
evidence of those who furnished ice during 
the above years, and ot those who acted for 
the Government in making contracts. 

The first witness examined was Mr. Ad- 
dison Gage, ot Boston, owning ice-houses in 
New Orleans, who testified that he furnish- 
ed ice for the hospitals in New Orleans from 
June, 18<i2, to April, 1W>3, 'or a sum less 
than $2,000, aud it was in evidence that he 
gave satisfaction while supplying the hos- 
pitals. 

In June, 1863, Government commenced 
receiving ice directly from Maine, receipt- 
ing for it at invoice weight, allowing fifteen 
per cent, for wastage. Under this contract 
the Goverument paid to the contractor who 
supplied the New Orleans hospitals $01,- 
10S 30 for the year Hit— this amount, not 
including $3,000 paid for rent of an ice 
house, the expense of discharging the ice 
irom the vessels, or the cost of taking care 
of and delivering the ice. 

At the time of making the change in New- 
Orleans, agents of the Government also 
ceased to buy ice from regular dealers in all 
the large cities. In Washington the ex- 
pense was also largely increased, and this 
is explained partly by a fact testified to by 
the contractor, viz : That after being stored 
here, fully three-fourths of the ice, during 
the warm weather, had to be charged to 
wastage. The Government ice-house, on 
Eleventh street wharf, does not seem|to have 
been carefull}' or judiciously managed. 

The committee do not express opinions, 
aud figures are given ouly in the case ol 
New Orleans; but it is pretty evident from 
the testimony that the Government waB not 
only swindled by some of its contractors, 
but also made a mistake in attempting to 
carry on the ice business for itself. The in- 
variable testimony of the witnesses was that 
the regular dealers in ice could most 
cheaply and satisfactorily supply the hos- 
pitals. 

A "Single" Cousplrator. 

About thirty years ago, when those atro- 
cious crimes were*^binmitted which made 
the name of Burke a generic title for such 
murders, an old woaian entered the shop 
yf a surgeon apothecary in an Irish i ouuty 
town, aud offered to sell him a ''subject.' 
He was quite ready to complete the contract, 
but he desired to learu some details for his 
guidance as to the value of the object in 
question, and put to her for this purpose 
oertaiu queries. Imagine his horror to dis- 
cover that "the subject" was at that very 
moment alive, being a boy of nine or teii 
years of age, but of whom, the bargain be- 
ing made, the old woman was perfectly pre- 
pared to "dispose," she being so far provi- 
dent as not to briug a perishable commodi- 
ty to market till she had secured a pur- 
chaser. Determined that such atrocity 
should not go unpunished, he made an ap- 
pointment with her for another day, on 
which she should return and more explic- 
itly acquaint him with all she iutended to 
do, aud the means by which she meant to 
secure secresy. At this meeting— that his 
testimony should ba corroborated — he man- 
aged that ■ policeman should be present, 
and concealed l>eneath the counter, listen 
to all that went forward. The interview, 
accordingly, took place; the old woman was 
true to her appoint mem . and most circum- 
stantially en.ered iuto the details of the in- 
tended assassination, which she described 
as the easiest thing in life — a pitch-plaster 
Over the mouth and a tub of water being 
the expeusive requisites of the case. When 
her narrative, to which she imparted a ter- 
rible gusto, was finished, the policeman 
came forth from his lair and arrested her. 
She was thrown at once iuto prison, aud 
sent for trial at the next assizes. Now, 
however, came the difficulty. For what 
should she be arraigned? It was not mur- 
der — it was still incomplete. It was, there- 
fore, conspiracy to kill; but a single indi- 
vidual cannot "conspire;" and so, to fix 
her with the crime, it would be necessary 
to include the surgeon in the indictment. 
If they wanted to try the old woman, the 
doctor must share the dock. Now, all the 
ardor for justice could scarcely be supposed 
to cany a man so far; the doctor "demur- 
red" to the arraignment, and the old hag 
was set at liberty.— [Blackwood's Magazine.

The trial of Champ Ferguson has reached 
the fourteenth day in its progress. The 
testimony shows him to be one of the most 
blood-thirsty villians the war produced. 
He is guilty ol the cold-blooded murder of 
seven or eight persons. The following is 
tli. testimony as to the murder of a Mr. 
Tabor: 

George D. Thrasher, witness for the pros- 
ecution testified that he and his brother 
had bee* taken prisoners by Ferguson in 
October, 18»>'-. Saw Tabor next day coming 
up a lane on horseback. Ferguson dis- 
mounted and went to meet him. Tabor got 
down, and was brought to us, pleading 
for his life. Ferguson said, "O! yes, 
you oughn'l to die; you have done noth- 
ing to die for," at the same time drawing a 
pistol from his bilt, aud shot the old man 
twice — once through the heart, while beg- 
giag him to desist. He dropped with his h< a 1 
over a little rising ground. Frank Benedict 
said to Furguson, "shoot him in the head," 
when Furguson placed his revolver close to 
Tabor's head and shot him again. Then he 
turned to me, and said, "I am not in favor 
of killing you, Thrasher; you have never 
been bushwhacking or stealing horses. I 
have killed old Wash. Tabor, a d— d good 
christian, and I don't reckou he minds dy- 
ing." Just then Tabor's wife and daugh- 
ter reached the spot, screaming and going 
on. Furguson asked me about the Zache 
ry boys. I told him they would kill him 
in a minute it they got him. Then he 
wanted to know what they said about his 
killing old Squire /.achery. 1 replied they 
thought Fayette Allen had done that. He 
said nobody was to blame for his death but 
himself, as he was the man responsible for 
the deed. He took all my money, and I 
got away next day. Brother and I belonged 
to the 18th Ky. Cavalry. Elam Huddle 
ston, and some eighty-two men attacked the 
gang, and Furguson run, as usual. I se- 
creted myself behind a tree, and slipped off. 

Furguson ordered his men to kill us the 

first thing, if they got into a tight. Wm 
Thrasher, who is my brother, and Evan 

McFarland were prisoners with me.

Pacific Railroad. 

I Prom the St. I.uuis Republican, 2Sth.] 

President Tavlor, of the Pacific railroad, 
and Mr. McKissock, Superintendent, re- 
turned day before yesterday from a visit to 
Kansas City and the western end of the 
road, which they have been visiting, in or- 
der to examine the progress made toward 
the completion of the work, now rapidly 
hastening to its termination. Our readers 
have been informed that at this time there 
remains unfinished a gap of twenty-two 
miles between Pleasant Hill and Indepen- 
dence. The road between Kansas City and 
the last named place has beeu completed 
for some time, and is now in operation. For 
the last eight or ten days continued heavy 
rains have interferred with work on the un- 
finished portion of it. But of that work 
there remains only the laying of the rails, 
wh Oh, with the force at hand, can be put 
down at the rate of half a mile a day in fa- 
vorable weather. In a month and a half 
from this time, it is probable that the last 
rail will be laid aud the road will be in full 
operation, through from St. Louis to Kan- 
sas City, the latter part of September. The 
Directors of the road have finally made a 
long desired and advantageous arrange- 
ment with the corporate authorities of Kan- 
sas City relative to the passage of the road 
through the city. 

Kansas City is but two miles from the 
eastern terminus of the Union Pacific road, 
and will soon be connected by rail with It. 
In a short time a road will come down to 
the same place from Leavsnworth, in Kan- 
sas. When, as must shortly be the case, 
Missouri shall recover the measure of her 
old prosperity, and have entered on the new 
career that it is opening before it, our Paci- 
fic road, aided by its western connection, 
will command a business that will realize 
all the anticipations of its promoters. 

Bishop Paine, of the Methodist Episco- 
pal Church, South, is reported to have late- 
ly delivered an address at Aberdeen, Miss., 
in which he said that "the war for inde- 
pendence has been a failure, and the tri- 
umph of the government is complete. The 
Southern people," he said, " should recog- 
nize this fact, and adapt themselves to their 
changed condition. The country has alrea- 
dy suffered enough in the loss of blood and 
treasure, and every attumpt'to maintain the 
contest, by guerilla operations or otherwise, 
will only recoil with fearful and fatal effect 
upon those who make it. The bishop earn- 
estly urged the ministers of his denomina- 
tion to abstain from the discussion, in the 
pulpit, of such topics as are calculated to 
inflame the public mind." 

< ■ kx kka L Grant's Loo Caiiin.— The log 
cabin used by General Grant at City Point 
as his headquarters, and which arrived in 
this city a few days since, will be taken to 
Fairmount Park to-day, and put up by the 
•oinmissioners of the city property just 
north of the Mansion House. The log cabin 
is tweuty-five by thirty feet, one story high, 
aud forms the letter T. It cost, when first 
erected, two thousand eight hundred dol- 
lars. The furniture used by Gen. Grant 
will be placed in the cabin. The commis- 
sioner iuteuds to surround the building 
a uii a rustic fence, and a register will be 
placed in the reception room lu which visit- 
ors may record their names.— (Philadelphia 
Ledger.

SOUTHERN LEADERS EMIGRATING. 

The Journal regrets the tendency mani- 
fested by a few of the leading men of the 
South to emigrate from the country. It 
says: "The South, now more than ever, 
needs the preatuceof its prominent and in- 
fluential men."' Also that " Southerners of 
all classes should stay at home, or, if abroad, 
should return to their homes to asssist in 
removing the traces of the war, and in re- 
building the political, social, and industri- 
al systems of the section." 

We emphatically dissent from this notion. 
The South has been sufficiently cursed by 
its "prominent and influential men." Good 
speed to all such who are inclined to quit 
the country and go in search, aa the Demo- 
crat says, "of some place not cursed by 
negro freedom." 

What service beyond mar-plots and 
mischief can they render by staying at 
home and participating in the restoration of 
i heir Slate governments f They are the 
very men who plotted treason for years, 
and finally took advantage of a peculiar 
tangle of political affairs to drag their 
duped and ignorant followers into the vor- 
tex of bloody rebellion, and pluck down 
fire and desolation upon their country. If 
they were sincere, acting from principle, 
yielding to the sway of ideas and the dic- 
tates of conscience, they cannot have ex- 
perienced any change of sentiment by the 
mere fact of defeat. Kossuth still hopes, 
and labors with indefatigable and patient 
industry for the iudejHJiidence and freedom 
of Hungary. Mazzini continues to believe 
in the future Republic of Italy. Victor 
Hugo and the other leaders of French De- 
mocracy are biding their time with quiet 
but invincible determination, knowing that 
their hopes are inextinguish- ble because 
based on truths that are thus. 

If Southern leaders partake of this en- 
thusiasuL/or defeated and blockaded prin- 
ciples, however profound their mistake may 
1*, it is not to be expected that they will 
omit any opportunity for fashiouiug into 
structure their 
Conceding then, the ut- 
most that unsuspecting charity can to their 
motives, it is but too obvious that their 
presence in the South is a standing menace 
to good order and the peace of the Repub- 
lic, and their restoration to leadership and 
dominion would bring on another and 
perchance bloodier conflict than the 
last at no distant day. President 
Johnson aimed that feHuMI clause 
in his amnesty exceptions a this conspicu- 
ous peril. But it is asking too much of 
charity to believe that thete men have the 
disinterested devotion to ideas which 
characterize the unsuccessful heroes we 
have named. They do not show it in their 
manner of accepting defeat, in the suspi- 
cious readiness with which they clutch at 
the opportunity of exculpating themselves 
from the penalty attaching to their crimes, 
by an oath which denies and abrogates the 
doctrines on which they so freely staked 
"their lives, their fortunes and their sacred 
honor." Men battling in earnest for vital 
and immortal truths, truths tor which they 
are willing to plunge themselves and their 
country into a mighty and desj>erate war, 
are not willing because the battle is once 
lost to repudiate those truths with a solemn 
oath. The spirit of martyrdom and hero- 
ism is lacking here. And the spirit of reck- 
less adventurers is painful y visible. 

Poor old John Brown, misguided and 
crazy as he was, yet believed in the resti- 
tude and immortal honor of the work he 
had in hand, and would have disdained 
with utter scorn to save his neck by prom- 
ising never to do or say anything more 
against negro slavery. The work of these 
rebel leaders has been certainly not less a 
violent assault upon legitimate authority, 
and the integrity of social order, than was 
that of John Brown. And it is scarcely 
possible to concede to them the frenzied 
sincerity which sustained him in his crimes. 
He was a fanatic, they are inveterate and 
crafty demagogues. 

We are decidedly in favor of their emi- 
gration, and it is not at all improbable that 
the time will shortly come when they will 
require to be gently persuaded thereto by a 
slight pressure in the rear. We only wish 
the tendency to emigrate were sufficiently 
prevalent amongst them to justify the 
Journal's regretful mention oi it. News 
from all points in the reconstructing States 
is that these leaders are working with as- 
siduity at the effort to get control of the 
Constitutional Conventions, and thus glide 
back into the high places of power. Take 
this little item from yesterday's dispatches: 
Raleioh, N. C, July ^6.— The Raleigh 
Progress continues to denounce the reck- 
less use of the pardoning power in North 
Carolina. This misplaced Isniency is mak- 
ing the leading rebels of the State, who are 
daily receiving pardons, still more deliani 
and disloyal than before, comprising the 
public men of the State; these have all In- 
come designated as delegates to the coming 
State Convention, which body it is known 
they will control.

ry, that statesmanship was absorbed with 
the study of methods for extending and 
fortifying it, theology was busy in pro- 
claiming its divine origin and scriptural 
support, and science came forward with 
alacrity and diligence to prove that in 
trampling on the negro, we are not abusiug 
our own kind, any more than in subjecting 
our domestic cattle to our ase. It is not 
strange that with all the political sagacity, 
metaphysical subtlety, and scientific 
acquirement of the whole slave re- 
gion concent r.i ted upon this evil prob- 
lem, the discovery should lie made 
early and acted upon, that the methods and 
institutions which wise men all concur in 
regarding as indispensibli to the pr. Ml - 
vat ion of republican liberty, are extremely 
perilous to a civilization which makes 
slavery the "chief of the corner. - ' Obser- 
vations made upon thousands of rebel pris- 
oners, not to mention the multiplicity of 
other evidence, such as that collected for 
instance by Refugee Commissions, place 
the fact beyond all cavil, thnt a shocking, 
barbaric ignorance prevails amongst the 
masses of Southern whites. It is great iui- 
I>ertinenco, the Democrat thluks, for any 
one to announce this in a slave State. It is 
great impertinence probably for a minister 
of the Gospel to refer to human depravity 
in the presence of a congregation of sin- 
ners. But on the whole such waiving of 
etiquette, for the saka and in the name of 
truth, is highly commendable and proves 
iu many an instance, of service inestimable 
to the sinners. 

Kentucky, in the matter of general intel- 
ligence, has undoubtedly the advantage of 
Souih Caroliua. Slavery had never become 
so dominant, and despotic an interest here 
as there. We have a sort of public school 
system here. South Carolina had none. Is 
there no connection between such facts? If 
we compare the general diffusion of knowl- 
edge (o; course we are speaking now of the 
white population alone) In Kentucky with 
that iu States equally old that have been 
always free it will be to our disadvantage. 
Men who want to make themselves ridicu- 
lous may deny this, or declare its announce- 
ment an impertinence. Men of sense and 
genuine regard for the public weal will look 
such facts squarely in the face and take 
earnestly to heart the lesson they inculcate 
But we alluded to the Democrat's iugrati 
tude. Gen. Logan in speaking of the igno- 
rance prevailing in slave States, avoided 
all reference to Kentucky, forebore to men- 
tion a striking illustration that lay right at 
his hand. Right here in Louisville is a daily 
paper which gravely tells its readers that

New York City own the whole national 
debt, that negroes are invariably vagabonds 
and beggars iu a state of freedom, (notwith- 
standing the fact that the city holds several 
thousaud free negroes, who are industrious, 
comfortable and self-supporling, and that 
this very editor who thus parades his igno- 
rance rents his office of a free negro!) that 
the second clause of the amendment com- 
mits to the General Government the power 
to enforce negro suffrage in all the States, 
and so on through an interminable string 
of kindred absurdities. And when rallied 
for making use of such nouseue, such au- 
dacious fictions in the place of facts and ar- 
gument, this editorpleads that he is forbid- 
den to "cast pearls before loftm"- Now 
whether the editor of the Democrat believes 
the stuff which bespreads daily before his 
readers or not, is not a matter of practical 
iuq>ortance, except to himself. The tioint 
is that Gen. Logan politely forbore to cite 
the fact that a paper which Ihus boldly 
puts darkness for light, the absurdest of 
fictions for truth, can receive an ample pa- 
tronage in Kentucky.

The prisoner iu the meantime 
was told to prepare for the execution. No 
answer was rec.-ived from General Palmer 
until late in the afternoon, iu which he said 
that the execution must not take place. 
Every one expected that this would be the 
order, but the suspense of the prisoner was 
very great. At four o'clock an order was 
issued suspending the execution until jive 
o'clock. A few minutes after four the or- 
der was received postponing it, and it was 
so announced to the prisoner. He was al- 
most overcome. He had prepared himself 
for the worst, and had giveu up all hones 
of receiving a respite. He quietly remark- 
ed that "it would scare almost anybody to 
come so near death." 

Thompson is a fine looking young man, 
apparently about twenty-five years of age. 
He was engaged all the forenoon of yester- 
day in religious exercises, and when the 
order announcing the postponement of the 
execution was read to him he was pacing 
his room reading from the Episcopal Book 
of Common Prayer.

1 1 KADyl'AKTKRS DEPARTMENT OK K l..\ - 
I tcckv. Louisvillk, Ky., July 2rj, 18rjT>. — 
QMMBBl Onicr No. — The uear approach 
of an imjiortant election to be held iu all the 
lajSMttn of the State and Military Depart- 
ment of Kentucky, renders il proper, in the 
judgment of the General commanding, to 
j ie«mire all officers commanding troops to 
ta the olii.vrs of the .Slate, charged bj 
law with the duty of conducUng elections 
and to the legal voters of the State, the mo>t 
complete protection. 

Martial law prevails in the Department of 
Kentu» k3', and certain classes of persons arc 
esjyecially under military surveilliance and 
eotatrol. Those are: 

1st. All rebel soldiers, win t her paroled or 
not,:ind without regard to the fact that thiy 
have or have not taken any of the oaths pn - 
■Bribed by law, or executive or military 01- 
ders, or have registered under orders fron. 
t;.« i leudquarters ol the Department ofKen- 
tu.ky. 

'2d. All guerrillas and others who, with- 
out belougiug to regular rel>el military or- 
ganizations, have taken up arms against tin- 
( government, or havf in any way operated 
against the < iovcrnnient or |»eople of Ken- 
tucky, or any other Stale or Territory. 

3d. All persons who by act or word, di- 
rectly or indirectly, gave aid, comfort or en- 
couragement to persons in rebellion. Thin 
BpplaM to all persons who have voluntarily 
acted as scout* or spies for rebel or guerril- 
la forces, who have voluntarily furnished 
any rebel force or person with information, 
food, clothing, homes, arms or money, or 
Iimvi- harbored, concealed, or otherwise aid- 
ed or encouraged tbem. 

4th. All deserters from the military or 
naval service of the United States, who did 
not return to said service or report them- 
selves to some Provost Marshal within the 
sixty days limited in the Proclamation of 
the rMMMi of the United States, dated 
the 11th day of March, 18ti5; and all per- 
sons who deserted from the military or 
naval service of the United States after the 
3d day of March, lsoo, aud all persons duly 
enrolled who departed the jurisdiction of 
the istrict in which they were enrolled, or 
went beyond the limits of the United StaUs 
to avoid any draft. 

All persons who were, or have been, di- 
rectly or indirectly engaged iu the civil ser- 
vice of the late so-called Confederate gov- 
ernment, or .of the so-called Provisional 
Government of Kentucky, or who have in 
any way voluntarily submitted to either ot 
said pretended governments — all agents of, 
or contractors with or for either of said pre>- 
t ended governments— all such persons aie 
disqualified trom voting by the laws of the 
State of Kentucky, and the act of Congress 
of March 3d, lSOo. 

All persons of the classes aforesaid are 
required to abstain from all iuterlerem e 
with elections, and will, if they shall in am 
manner iuterlere therein, by voting, or at- 
lemjiting to vote, or persuading any other 
person to vote, or by appearing at the polls, 
be at once arrested and held for military 
trial. 

Aid will be given to the civil authorities 
to enforce the laws and to preserve tbe 
peace. Any person who shall counsel, ad- 
vise orencourage, any judge or any elec- 
tion, or any other peraou to disregard and 
di-ooey the law. as declared in the procla- 
mation of the Governor of the State, will lie 
at once arrested. 

The peace of the country can l>e secured 
only by obedience to the laws.

Fentin, proprietor of the Cottage by the 
Sea, wa.4 robbed of $1,000 iu cash; another 
gentleman lost $1,700. The perpetrators of 
these robberies cut the telegraph wires and 
made their escape from the Inland.

Dick Taylor has not gone to Fort Mon- 
roe to Bee Davis. He wanted to go to Eu- 
rope, but the President sent him back home 
to endeavor, by his influence, to restore the 
people to loyally. 

The statement that Gov. Wells had been 
made Provisional Governor of Louisiana, 
is not true. Application has been made for 
a Provisional Governor, but no action has 
yet been taken. 

Applicants for Pardons — Washington 

Hospitals. 

Washington, August 1.— A number of 
persons, prominent in the late aebellion, 
who had been here several weeks waiting 
to see the President, have left the city with- 
out thus being gratified. 

There are more than 2000 patients in the 
various Government hospitals in this citv 
and neighborhood. Nearly all of them are 
now being vacated, and the patients con- 
centrated at Armory Square, Douglas and 
Stanton Hospitals. 

Government Printing Fstabllabmeut 

Washington, August L — In the course 
of the present month, the new addition to 
the Government printing office will be com- 
pleted. Fiiteen new steam power presses 
are to be added to the alieady lar^e estab- 
lishment. Owiugjto the extraordinary de- 
mand for printing by the War and Treasury 
Departments, some of the work ordered by 
Congress remains unexecuted. The in- 
creased facilities will insure more prompt- 
ness in the future. 



A Provost Marshal killed by a Canada 
Helugee. 

Bedford. August 1.— Jacob Crauz, late 
Deputy Provost Marshal, was shot dead in 
the street to-day, by Win, P. Heed, a lately 
returned Canada refugee. His brother, who 
has been in the rebel army, was also en- 
gaged iu the affray. He has been aric>t. .1 
and lodged in jail.
